DETAILED ACTION 
Priority 

L Acknowledgment is made of applicant's claim for foreign priority based on an application 
filed in France on 9/7/00. It is noted, however, that applicant has not filed a certified copy of the 
001 1682 application as required by 35 U.S.C. 1 19(b). 

Drawings 

2. The drawings are objected to because: 

-Figures 1 and 2 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. 
The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the page header (as per 37 
CFR 1.121(d)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If the changes are not 
accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective 
action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

-Figures 1-3 should have functional labels for corresponding block elements shown in the 
figures. For instance, in figure 1, block element (100i) is suggested to be labeled with 
"SPREADER 1", block element (100 K ) with "SPREADER K" , block element (1 100 with 
"CHANNEL 1", block element (1 10 k ) with "CHANNEL K", block element (120 k ,0 with 
"FILTER 1", ", block element (120 k)P ) with "FILTER P", etc.

Appropriate correction is required.

6. Claims 1-10 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the objection, set 
forth in this Office action.
